ATTACKED 


Japanese Making Their Third 


General Assault Upon 


Port Arthur. 


Two More Attempts Thought to be Necessary 


Before Main Forts Can be Entered-Hand 


Grenades Used by Combatants-- 


Islanders Are Jubilant. 


ternoon the Japanese commeneed a fur- 
ious bombardment of the forts and forti- 
fications. A particularly severe fire was 
directed against those north,front near 
the railroad, the Japanese having ad- 
vanced along the railroad to the village 
of Palitehouan with field artillery. Our 
artillery and sharpshooters repulsed the 
attack. The fighting ended at seven at 
night, but the usual bombardment con- 
tinued all night long. The Japanese sus- 
sained considerable loss." 


PORTENDS FORT'S CAPTURE. 


While the besiegers of Port Arthur 


had, not made much progress up to Oct. 
17, according to the two reports of Gen- 
eral Stoessel given out today, the fact 
that he'concludes, his telegram to tho 
emperor with a prayer for the blessing 
of their majesties has made a deep im- 
pression at the. war office, where it is in- 
terpreted as possibly indicating that the 
hope of the gallant commander of the 
fortress of holding out much longer is 
almost ;;one.

FIERCE' ATTACK ON SUNDAY.-' 


2 p. in—The general assault upon Port 


Arthur which'began in a preliminary 
way on October 24, developed into a 
fiercely raging'battle ' yesterday, 'when, 
aceord'ing'to a hitherto infallible author- 
ity, the Japanese flung heavy 
forces 


against the fortress in their third at- 
tempt to secure a commanding pasition. 


The result of yesterday's fighting is 


unknown. 


The Japanese have been preparing for 


this assault for a month. It is believed 
that the Japanese did not expect to cap- 
ture the town on this occasion, 1 :it to 
accomplish another 
important forward 


step. This plan was adopted following 
the first assault, when thousands of lives 
were sacrificed in an attempt to swarm 
over the fortifications by -a mere force 
of numbers regardless of loss. 


TWO MORE ASSAULTS. 


This assault, like the previous one, 


was a climatcric 
incident of weary 


weeks of trench digging,'gun mounting 
and small engagements. In the opinion 
of exports the assault will cease when 
the Japanese have secured such positions 
as will enable them 'to creep steadily 
closer under the noses of the Russian 
guns. It is believed that two more gen- 
eral assaults will be necessary before the 
distance between the belligerent lines is 
sufficiently shortened to make an 
at- 


tempt to enter the main forts and make 
the end of the siege practicable. 


FIERCE ATTACK TWO DAYS. 


On October 24, having made every pos- 


sible preparation, the Japanese opened 
fire with the artillery along the whole 
line, incidentally continuing their daily 
practice of dropping shells into the har- 
bor. Tho Russians replied, the sounds, 
ns of distant thunder, telling the inhab- 
itants of Port Dalny that the long ex- 
pected assault on the fortress was immi- 
nent. The bombardment'continued fur- 
iously until the afternoon of October 
26, when the Russian guns ou the Etse 
mountain, Antse mountain and Rihlung 
mountain became briefly silent. 


JAPS ADVANCE TO ASSAULT. 
At four o'clock that afternoon a reg 


Imcut of Japanese swept out from be- 
hind a. recently captured hill adjacent 
to Kihlung mountain and advanced on 
the liiisflian trenches lying between "" 
Inng mountain and the railroad, occupy- 
ing them after hours/of, lighting. The 
Russians stuck to their posts till . the 
Japanese were within n few yards, both 
sides hurling hand grenades at each oth-

Rihlung mountain became almost per 
pendicular. The Russian trenches seam 
ed the slope.

To advance a£ainit them over an un

GOES DOWN WITH CRASH 


Bank Building of Four Stories 


Collapses-Colored forter 


Still in the Debris. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 31.— With a 


terrific crash the building occupied by 
;he Continental Savings Bank, at No. 
:0 Madison street, collapsed at 10 o'clock 
this morning, burying a number of per- 
sons in the wreckage. So far as known, 
only one person, a negro saloon porter, 
remains under tho debris. The other 
victims were quickly rescued by the fire 
and police departments. Joseph' Fischer, 
a. tailor, who had a shop in the building, 
is the only person known to have sus- 
tained serious injuries. He was badly 
bruised about the body, 'but will recoy- 


That many people were not killed 
almost 
miraculous. 
The building, 


which was recently detached from a sim- 
ilar structure, was a four story office 
house. 


Excavations had 
been made at the 


corner adjoining and fifty workmen who 
were employed there today, heard a 'pe- 
culiar crackling noise and it was seen 
that the bank building was in danger of 
falling. The laborers immediately sought 
safety -and reached the street just' in 
time, as the building fell with a loud re- 
port a moment laUr.' Those iu the bank 
and offices also heard the warning noise 
and many reached the street in safety 
before the crash came. 


All of the occupants of the building 


have been accounted for and the negro 
saloon porter is believed to be alive iu 
the cellar.

DENY ANY SUCH BLUNDER, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—The ad- 


miralty formally states that only seven 
torpedo boats not eight as reported, were 
with the Russian Baltic sea squadron and 
adds that they have all been accounted 
for. 
Nothing is known here of the re- 


port that the Russian warsliips fired on 
and hit each other, or of the report that 
the hand of a priest on board the Rus- 
sian flagship had to be amputated. 


The a'dmiralty claims that Rojestven- 


sky can prova that all his torpedo boats 
we're fifty to a hundred miles ahead of 
the squadron when the- North sea inci- 
dent occurred.'. There is more disposition 
now at the .admiralty than within the 
past few days to suspend judgment until 
all the facts arc established by the com- 
mission. Little is now heard of British 
complicity in the alleged plot to detain 
the Russian squadron. 


PERSONNEL OF BOARD. 


0:40 p. m.—According to the latest in- 


formation received at the foreign office 
here the details of the international com- 
mission which are being worked out in 
London have not yet been completed. It 
is regarded, however, practically certain 
that the commission to meet at The Ha- 
gue-will be composed of British and Rus- 
sian naval officers with probably a pres- 
ident from one of the continental coun- 
tries, although the latter .point has not 
been decided. Russia has declined to 
send a representative to the English in- 
quiry at Hull and has also decided not 
to hold a Russian inquiry at Vigo. 


SQUADRON LEAVES VIGO. 


• The whole squadron has sailed 
from 


there, leaving only four officers, one from 
each of the four battleships which opened 
fire in the North sea during the night of 
October 21-22. These officers are on their 
way to St. Petersburg, where they will 
make a formal report and subsequently 
proceed to The Hague and give testi- 
mony. 


TRAVELERS AS PROTECTION, 


Even Admiral Almza, who is attached 


to Emperor Nicholas' military suite, is 
quoted as indulging slightly injciled re- 
flections on Great Britain, declaring that 
as Vice Admiral Rojostvcnsky' had no 
torpedo boats with him it must have been 
Japanese torpedo boats which found shel- 
ter at the English fishing ports. In' any 
event, Abaza insists,'Rojestvcnsky was 
justified in taJcing every measure to pro- 
tect his squadron, costing $150,000,000. 


The conviction on board the ships of 


the Russian squadron that the Japanese 
would make an attempt to destroy some 
of them is conclusively shown by a letter

. FIERCE ATTACK ON SUNDAY.'•'• 
2 p. m—The general assault upon Port 


Arthur which began in a preliminary 
•way on October 24, developed into a 
fiercely raging'battle " yesterday,'.when, 
according to a hitherto infallible author^ 
ity, the Japanese flung 
heavy 
forces 


against the fortress in .their third at- 
tempt to secure a commanding pasition. 
. The result of yesterday's fighting is 
unknown. 


The Japanese have been preparing for 


this assault for a month. It is believed 
that the Japanese did not expect to cap- 
ture the town on this occasion, 1 tit to 
accomplish another important forward 
stop. This plan was adopted following 
the first assault, when thousands of lives 
were sacrificed in an attempt to swarm 
over the fortifications by a mere force 
ol numbers regardless of loss. 


TWO MORE ASSAULTS. 


This assault, like the previous one, 


was a climateric incident of weary 
•weeks of trench digging, gun mounting 
and small engagements. In the opinion 
of experts the assault will cease when 
the Japanese have secured such positions 
as will enable them 'to creep steadily 
closer under the noses of the Russian

practice of dropping shells into the har- 
bor. The Russians replied, the sounds, 
us of distant thunder, telling the inhab- 
itants of Port Dalny that the long ex- 
pected assault on the fortress was immi- 
nent. The bombardment' continued fur- 
iously until the afternoon of October 
26, when the Russian guns on the Etse 
mountain, Antse mountain and Rihlung 
mountain became briefly silent, 


JAPS ADVANCE TO ASSAULT. 
At four o'clock that afternoon a reg- 


iment of Japanese swept out from be- 
liind a recently captured hill adjacent 
to Rihlung mountain and advanced on 
the liitssian trenches lying, between Rih- 
Inng mountain and the railroad, occupy- 
ing them after hours, of. fighting. The 
Russians stuck to their posts till ,the 
Jxpanese were within a few yards, both 
sides hurling hand grenades at each oth- 
er. The Japanese infantry are now us- 
ing mechanical devices which enablo 
them to throw grenades with great ac- 
curacy and rapidity. In the Meanwhile 
another body of Japanese assaulted the 
trenches on the slope of Rihlung moun- 
tain. ^The Japanese trenches extended 
to certain portions of the 
slope and 


stopped sorae distance above the extreme 
Japanese outpost, where the ascent of 
Rihlung mountain became almost per- 
pendicular. The Russian trenches seam- 
ed the slope. 


SHELTER FOR ISLANDERS.

ese operations gradually assuming the 
proportions of the general attack of yes- 
terday. The lighting is reported to have 
been most severe from Rihlung mountain 
down along the whole east side of the 
town. 


DEFENDERS IN DESPAIR. 


The stories of Russian,- prisoners vary 


concerning the garrison affairs, but they 
agree, however, in saying the defenders 
have been often disappointed. General 
Stoessel has been endeavoring to cheer 
them by promising the early advent of 
the Russian second Pacific squadron and 
relief 
from General KLuropatkin. The 


constant failure of these hopes to ma- 
terialize depressed the soldiers. ' Stoes- 
sel is quoted as saying that while a 
thousand men were left he would not 
Surrender. 


Owing to the constant 
shelling of 


Port Arthur the Russian ships 
there 


maintain low pressure steam so as to en- 
able them frequently to change their po- 
sitions. Since October 6 the Retvizan, 
Polta.va and Peresviefc have often been 
hit and one steamer used in. sweeping for 
mines was sunk. One gun of the Elec- 
tric hill battery and one on Marble hill 


ternoon the Japanese commenced a fur- 
ions bombardment of the forts and forti- 
fications. A particularly severe fire was 
directed against those north front near 
the railroad, the Japanese having ad- 
vanced along the railroad to the village 
of Palitchouan with field artillery. Our 
artillery and sharpshooters repulsed the 
attack. The fighting ended at seven at 
night, but the usual bombardment con- 
tinued all night long. The Japanese sus- 
sained considerable loss." 


PORTENHS FORT'S CAPTURE. 


While the besiegers of Port Arthur 


had^ not made much progress up to Oct. 
17, according to the two reports of Gen- 
eral Stoessel given out today, the fact 
that he concludes his telegram to the 
emperor with a prayer for the blessing 
of their majesties has made a deep im- 
pression at the. war office, where it is in- 
terpreted as possibly indicating .that the 
hope of the gallant commander of the 
fortress of holding out much longer is 
almost gone.

They are approaching our forts by 
mean* of trenches, their -furthest ad- 
vance being in the vicinity of a fort situ- 
ated south of the village of TJtsiafau, 
necessitating the greatest caution by our 
gun and -rifle fire and gallant sorties by 
our sharpshooters. 
Our troops, I am 


happy to report to your majesty, contin- 
ue to fight heroically despite the fatigue 
and privations. We ask for your bless- 
ing arid fdr that of the. empress." 


In a later telegram, dated October 17, 


General StoesseJ sfiys:.

eet this impure condition is very simple 
and unfailing. Draw a tumbler of watear 
:rom the tap or pump at night, put a 
riece of white lump sugar in it and plaqo 
t on- the kitchen mantel shelf, or any- 
where that the temperature will not be 
under 65 degrees Fahrenheit.. In 
the 


morning the water, if pure, will be per- 
fectly clear; if contaminated by sewage 
or other impurities the water will be 
milky. This is a simple and safe test 
and easily made.

TUG WETZEL DESTROYED 


Twenty-Two Years Ago Today 


Disaster Costing Three ; 


Lives Occurred. 


Twenty-two years ago today happened 


one of the most terrible marine disasters 
in the history of Racine port, the loss of 
the gallant tug Rudolph Wetzel with the 
\vholu of her crew, three men, viz: Cap- 
taic Lovell, Engineer William 
Kelley 


and Kreman Thomas White. It was a 
similar morning as that of today. 


At that time there was a great rivalry 


between the Wetzel and the tug Henry 
Sill, the latter commanded by Captain 
Clinton Putnam, now a resident of Cali- 
fornia. 


The two boats left the harbor about 7 


o'clock under full steam. 
TJp the lake 


fifteen miles they raced. A vessel was 
seen in the distance and the tugs, great 
volumes of smoke issuing >. from 
their 


stacks steamed toward the craft. 


Suddenly, when the Sill was close to 


the Wetzel, there was a loud report, and 
the Wetzel was enveloped in steam and 
smoke. Pieces of wreckage were blown 
on the decks of the Rill and windows 
were broken In the pilot house. When 
th'e smoke cleared away the Wetzel was 
no more. The water was covered with 
pieces of wreck. 


The Sill and crew searched long for 


some of the crew, but not a sign of them 
could be found. Al! were lost. From 
thai day to this nothing was ever found 
of the wreck, 
although divers 
often 


searched the bottom of the lake off Oak 
Creek and the shore was patrolled for 
months. Marine men talked of the ex- 
citing times of those days this morning, 
and it wag the end of racing and strife 
at this port.

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THE SUFFRAGE: 


There is one plunk in the Republican 


platform noteworthy in that it voices 
expression of thu party 
in connection 


with the notorious, suppression of suf- 
frage in the southern states by means 
at first of terrorism and fraud, and lat- 
terly by means of protended constitu- 
tional amendments, which cunningly let- 
ting in the white illiterate vote by the 
soealled grandfathers clause, yet cffect- 
ually suppresses the colored vote. The 
plank in question reads as follows: "We 
favor such congressional action as shall 
.determine whether by. special discrimina- 
tions the elective franchise in any state 
lias been unconstitutionally denied, and 
if such is the case, we demand that rep- 
resentation in congress and in the elec- 
toral college shall be proportionately re- 
duced as directed by the eonatitution of 
the United States." 


In tho past, efforts havo bc.cn made 


from time to time notably by Com/ress- 
rmin Crumpaeker of Indiana to 
induce 


congress to take up this matter, but for 
one reason arid another leading men in 
the party have opposed the idea and the 
result has been state after state passing 
from the domain of fraud and intimida- 
tion have enacted their new state con- 
stitutions all ,for the common purpose 
of destroying the .Republican vote. All 
this lias not been without some opposi- 
tion, but ao far as any congress has been 
concerned , no definite action has ever 
been taken upon the C'nimpneker bills. 
Some time ago a colored citizen of Vir- 
ginia took the matter up to the state 
supreme court and from there it reached 
the United States supreme court which 
held it was a political question, and was 
not in such form that the court could 
or would take cognizance, so it seemed 
clear unless congress would take tip the 
great wrong, nothing could ever be ac- 
complished. 


But the Republican national conven- 


tion has now taken formal action which 
would seem to have given the cue to the 
leaders of the party and in coming ses- 
sions of congress something definite to 
the purpose may be undertaken. 


It is very possible nothing cnn be done, 


the wrong corrected, but surely if so, 
then the southern states which have suo- 
prcsscd their colored vote must accede 
to the plainest terms of the federal con- 
stitution and have their congressional 
representation reduced in the proportion 
they luivc reduced their voters. There 
is no obstacle in this, for congress must 
certainly reduce the representation of 
every state in proportion as any such 
state north or south has deprived citizens 
of their suffrage rights. Possibly states 
may "do this or possibly they-may not, 
but.legally or illegally, any state that 
proceeds to bar out any number of its 
citizens from exercising the suffrage, all 
such deductions must be taken under 
consideration in making up its congress- 
ional representation. • 


The federal constitution declares as 


follows: 
"But when the right to vote 


at any election for the choice of electors 
for president and vice president o{ the 
United States, representatives in con- 
gress, the executive and judicial officers 
of a state, or the members of the legis- 
lature thereof, is denied to any uf the 
male inhabitants of. such state, being 
twecty-one years of age, and citizens of 
the United States, or in anywise .abridg- 
ed, except for participation in rebellion 
or other crime, the basis of representa- 
tion therein shall be reduced in the pro- 
portion which the number of such male 
citizens shall bear to the whole number 
of male citizens twenty-one years of age, 
iu such state." 


This is plain; there is not an ambigu- 


ous word in it. The basis of representa- 
tion in every state shall be reduced in 
the proportion the number deprived of 
the right to vote bears to the total num- 
ber of voting age. It has been shown 
the south would lose if the constitution 
is enforced between forty and forty-five 
congressmen and' prominent 'f southern 
men havo freely admitted their states 
could in consequence be' deprived 
of 


some of their represcntatives'in congress, 
and at the time" some of these disfran- 
chising state constitutions were formed, 
leaders in such states understood: if the 
constitution was enforced, the, congres-. 
sional basis of .representation could be 
reduced just' in, .the proportion they had 
wiped out the ,to them, objectionable vot- 
ers. If any state proceed-* for instance 
by virtue of.a revision of the state con- 
stitution or law to deprive citizens of 
the right to vote for any reasons, there 
n no question but that every such voter 


disfranchised would count one lesson the 
basis upon which members of congress 
arc apportioned. 


The party in power today in the south 


is that of an oligarchy retained in its po- 
sition through the neglect of the Republi- 
can party to enforce the federal. consti- 
tution. President Roosevelt 
has''not 


wrecked,, the..Republican party 
in 
the 


.south as was charged by the governor of 
Louisiana, no president- has done any 
such thing, but to the party at large 
can be ascribed the failure to protect 
the race it gave the ballot .to.as a means 
of protection in 
consequence of 
the 


southern rebellion. 


If th'e south prefers not to permit its 


colored and white Republicans to vote, 
it then elects.to have its congressional 
representation cut down in congress, 
which is a: perfectly proper thing to do. 
When congressional districts 
in 
the 


south only cast from 3,500 to 
12,000 


votes in comparison to twenty-five to 
forty, thousand in the north, it is readi- 
ly seen the northern states are grossly 
discriminated against. 


The Republican party is now on the 


right track and this particular 'plank 
which calls for the plainest justice should 
not be permitted to be pushed aside any 
further on the grounds of any party ex- 
pediency. It is correct party ethics to 
follow this matter up and at least make 
an intelligent effort to remove the gross 
discrimination now existing.

It is possible for persons to partake of 


too much sweets, to gorge as it were, but 
this does not disprove of sweets being 
necessary or that it is.necessary to eat 
and drink. It is so with affairs of gov- 
ernment n-nd it is possible, to have too 
much government as it. is to have too 
little. Tims with governmental policies 
contributing to the public welfare or of 
not contributing, it is wise statesman- 
ship that steers the ship of state. 


In this matter of a protective tariff it 


is certainly true that the same tariff 
rates can not be continued forever. The 
object being protection and revenue as 
well, it is conceivable that in time some 
'industries may be so over protected as to 
be gorged with richness and careless o£ 
their strength to the extent of incurring 
the hostility of people. Again it is possi- 
ble new industries may be growing up 
or started that need as much protection 
as did the.original industries for whom 
protection was created. But 
in this 


changing, in the revision, in the elimina- 
tion, the plainest dictates of common 
sense would impel these revisions by the 
friends, not by those who have puhlica'l- 
ly assailed the protection as robbery of 
tho people.

been increased from $1.861,000.000 in 1S9G 
to $2,431,225,000 in 1904. Of this in 1904 
$090,512,000 were imports and 
$1,4(10,- 


700,000 were exports, the increase in im- 
ports in this time having been $220,000,- 
000 and increase in the exports $578,000,- 
000. The money in circulation has been 
increased from ,$1,539,000,000 in 1806 to 
$2,558,270,000 and the national wealth 
from $70,000,000,000 to $100,000,000,000. 
The resources of the national banks have 
been increased $3,203,000,000 to $6,310,-. 
000,000, an increase of $3,407,000,000. 
Tho deposits in .saving banks have in- 
creased within this period from $1,935,- 
000,000 to $2,815,000,000, and the surplus 
funds in the saving banks increased dur- 
ing these years by $40,000,000; In 1870 
the country exported $00,000,000 worth 
of manufactured products and in 1004 
exported $383,000,000 worth, and in ten 
groups of articles within this period the 
increase has been five hundred per cent. 


In these vast colossal figures, it must 


be admitted there may now be inequali- 
ties in the matter of schedules, and the 
Republican party have so promised to 
take this matter up. It is true of course 
there are some Republicans who are1 not 
desirous o£ tariff revision, but" does not 
the country see on all sides of beliefs and 
policies, those who are moderate* and 
those not so moderate. All parties have 
such and there is nothing pained in pre- 
tending nil think alike."

The 
Areadaur signalled her danger and when 
our battleships advanced we did not for 
one moment suppose that the attack- 
ing vessels could be fishermen." 


The British consul here has received

houses always' find that the severe heat 
of the summer has left its traces. In 
one house, from the library mantel o' 
oiled walnuts drops of oil have oozeu 
staining a mirror and pictures on the 
chimney piece. A mixture of alcoho 
and water was used to repair, part of 
Uie damage, and the wood-was redress- 
ed with a polish made o£ a pint ot par- 
affin oil. half a gill of turpentine and 
half a gill of alcohol. This was applied 
with a soft cloth, left for fifteen min- 
utes, then rubbed briskly with an old 
silk handkerchief. Gilt furniture which 
Is soiled or tarnished, may be cleaned 
with alcohol into which whiting is sift- 
ed to form a cream. This should be ap- 
plied a little at a time and rubbed off 
before it has a chance to harden. If. 
notwithstanding this care, some spot 
sticks, It may be quickly removed if 
lightly touched with clear alcohol.

If used lightly It will not spot or stain 
the palest colorings. To clean .the tuft- 
ings make swabs of cotton tied on 
small sticks and wet them in alcohol.

The aspiring and 
aesthetic house furnisher talks of noth- 
ing from morning till night but the 
symphonies In color she Is composing 
lor the home beautiful. There Is, how- 
ever, nothing that requires greater caro 
or in which the novice In art matters 
shows her Ignorance more than in 
choosing a wall paper. 
The choice is not only a difficult one 


from the dolor and design point of 
view, but also from the necessity of re- 
tarding in one'i; mental vision the ex- 
act effect a pattern will have when 
hung on the walls of a room. A paper 
which is extremely effective when seen 
Jn a small piece often proves disap- 
pointing when hung, It is insignificant 
or, worse still, to use a trade term, 
spotty on the walls, while a pattern 
considered handsome and suitable in 
the shop may prove too heavy and 
large for the apartmf t which It Is de- 
Bired to adorn. 
Doubtless in the choice of paper there 


lies much good and bad fortune, but at 
the same time luck may be assisted 
wonderfully by the learning of certain 
rules, which the novice will do.well to 
lay to heart and even to commit to pa- 
per before she commences that delight- 
ful task of decorating a house, for ev- 
ery one knows that a room In the 
wrong color is a really serious blunder. 
'Articles of apparel are easily and often 
Inexpensively replaced, but the decora- 
tion of a room is notrundertaken In the 
average home every year or at the dic- 
tates of the Imperious Madam Fashion: 
therefore when 'tis done it should be 
svell done. 
First and foremost, the aspect of a 


room Is an'all Important consideration 
also the fact of- its being a' light or 
dark, Wgh or low, narrow or wido 
apartment. A southern exposure should 
be treated with light colors—blues and 
silver greens, lor Instance—while a 
room which gets its light from the 
north should have pink and yellow, red 
KOld or brown. If a west or east ex- 
posure is to te coped with'the cholc 
Is not restricted,-for almost any ton 
1- ttood 
When that ever welcome 


truest, the sun/never or seldonv visits a 
room, yellow -Of a bright shade Is re 
quired,.while, on the otlrer hand, In a 
room well lit .even by_ artificial mean 
may safely be placed green, turquols> 
or red colorings. It is well to remem 
btr that a floral paper will brighten up 


a dark spot In a pleasant fashion and 
that a room of wide proportions will 
take successfully a paper o£ far more 
decided design, both In coior and pat- 
tern, than one of narrower proportions. 
The effect of a much patterned paper 
is to bring the walls closer together; 
consequently In an unusually narrow 
room or hall plain papers are more sat- 
isfactory. 
Another rule Is that paper is always 


i darker in unbroken masses, and when 
choosing a wall tint a medium or light 
tone is to be preferred, the stronger 
tones being added in furniture and 
hangings. 
'Again, if curtains, cretonnes, etc., of 


a flowery design are to be used, avoid 
a flowered or figured paper, for these 
hangings to retain their - value must 
have a" plain surface as a background 
With self colored hangings the case is 


exactly reversed, and one may. go re- 
Jplcing .on -a flowery way. And .there 
are'arb'ltrary' laws about the use of. the 
frteze. A high celled room craves ona 
of'-rtiese pretty borders, while a low one 
is.ralsed in'.Imagination when papered 
ln"the same tone to tij'e'"ceillng. And 
no,w- a word as to ceilings themselves. 
As.,a -rule, plain paper or. calclminlng 
done In the tint of least.value used In 
the'room decoration is the artistic aim, 
but" should the side wal'.'s'be.hung with 
plain-paper minus a border a small fig- 
ured-design in paper or' a light, har- 
monizing tint is particularly good.

Housekeepers

houses always find that the severe heat 
of the summer has left its traces. In 
one house, from the library mantel' of 
oiled walnuts drops of .oil, have, oozed, 
staining a mirror and pictures on the 
chimney piece. A mixture of alcohol 
and. water was used, to repair, part of 
the damage, and. the wood-was redress- 
ed with a polish made of a pint of par- 
affin oil, half a gill of turpentine and 
half a gill of alcohol. This was applied 
with a, soft cloth, left for fifteen min- 
utes, then rubbed briskly with an old 
silk handkerchief. Gilt furniture which 
is soiled or tarnished, may be cleaned 
with alcohol into which whiting is sift- 
ed to form a cream. This should be ap- 
plied a little at a time and rubbed off 
before it has a chance'to harden. If. 
notwithstanding this care, some spot 
sticks, it may. be quickly removed if 
lijrhtly touched with clear alcohol. The 
same liquid is a good -cleanser for fur- 
niture -upholstered in delicate shades. 
If used lightly it will not spot or stain 
the palest colorings. .To clean .the tuft- 
ings make swabs of cotton tied on 
small sticks and wet them in alcohol. 
The cotton should be frequently re- 
newed. Any cleaning- of hiffhly polished 
or

upholstered 
furniture 
needs constant renewal of cloths; oth- 
erwise the soil taken from one part by 
the action of the cleaning fluid will be 
transferred to another.

HOW TO SELECT WALL PAPER 


/ 


T 


O paraphrase the poet, "in au- 


tumn the housewife's fancy, 
busily turns to thoughts of re- 
decorating" 
her house. 
In 


fact, refurnishing •'and refurbishing 
generally Is the order of these melan- 
choly autumn days. The aspiring and 
aesthetic house furnisher talks of noth- 
ing from morning till night but the 
symphonies in color she is composing 
Tor the home beautiful. There is, how- 
ever, nothing that requires greater care 
or in which the novice in art matters 
shows her ignorance more than in 
choosing a wall paper. 


The choice is not only a difficult one 


Zrom the color and design point of 
view, but also from the necessity of re- 
garding in one'i; mental vision the ex- 
act effect a pattern will have when 
hung on the walls of a room. A paper 
which is extremely effective when seen 
In a small piece often proves disap- 
pointing when hung. It is insignificant 
or, worse still, to use a trade term, 
spotty on the walls, while a pattern 
considered handsome and suitable in 
the shop may prove too heavy and 
large for the apartmf t which It is de- 
sired to adorn. 


Doubtless in the choice of paper there 
lies much good and bad fortune, but at 
the same time luck may lie assisted 
wonderfully by the learning of certain 
rules, which the novice will flo well to 
lay to heart and even to commit to pa- 
per before she commences that delight- 
ful task of decorating a house, for ev- 
ery one knows that a room in the 
wrong color is a really serious blunder. 
'Articles of apparel are easily and often 
Inexpensively replaced, but the- decora- 
tion ot a room is not,undertaken in the 
average home every year or at the dic- 
tates of the Imperious Madam Fashion; 
therefore when 'tis done it should be 
.well done. 


First and foremost, the aspect of a 
room 18 an'all Important consideration, 
also the fact of its being a' light or 
dark, high or low, narrow or wide 
apartment. A southern exposure should 
be treated with light colors—blues and 
•liver greens, for instance—while a 
room which gets its light" from the 
north should have pbik and yellow, red, 
gold or brown. If a wesi or east ex- 
posure Is to tie coped with'the choice 
la not restricted,-for almost any tone 
t<, good. 
"When that ever welcome 


guest, tire sun, never or seldom visits a 
room, yellow-of a bright shade is re- 
quired, while, on-the other hand, in a 
room well lit .even by artificial means 
may safely be placed green,'turquoise 
•r red colorings. It is well to remem- 
fe«r that a floral paper will brighten up 


a dark spot In a pleasant fashion and 
that a room of wide proportions will 
take successfully a paper of far more 
decided design, both in color and pat- 
tern, than one of narrower proportions. 
The effect of a much patterned paper 
is to bring the walls closer together; 
consequently in an unusually narrow 
room or hall plain papers are more sat- 
isfactory. 


Another rule Is that paper is always 


darker in unbroken masses, and when 
choosing a wall tint a medium'or light 
tone is to be preferred, the stronger 
tones being added in' furniture and 
hangings. 


Again, if curtains, cretonnes, etc., of 
a flowery design are to be used, avoid 
a flowered or figured paper, for these 
hangings to retain their • value must 
have a plain surface as a background.

The Latter in Speaking ol JDe- 


• flcits Singled Oat Month 


When Disbursements 


Were the Largest; 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—H. A. Tay- 


lor, 
acting secretary of the treasury, 


said today with reference to the speech 
of Judge Parker to a delegation of farm- 
ers'last Friday: 


"I made a,brief statement a few days 


ago mildly calling attention to very ap- 
parent . errors on his part, unintentional 
no donbt, but made out of the fullness 
of misinformation in regard to the con- 
duct of certain public affairs; The judge 
has not 'joined issue' as to any of the 
facts, neither'has.-he "admitted- his mis- 
takes, but he seems to have thought 
some reply necessary, and so he prepar- 
ed .a speech mixing up a few of my fig- 
ures with many others to which .1 made 
no reference. Judge Parker referred 
again to the treasury deficit of $24,000,- 
000 during the first two 'months of this 
fiscal year and compares it with the 
small deficit of last year for the corres- 
ponding months.- Just why he singled 
out last year for a comparison I leave 
the reader ' to judge. If he had taken 
several other recent years he would have 
found the deficit larger than this, year. 
As I said in my previous statement, the 
drafts upon the treasury are always of^ 
necessity the heaviest, during the, ftfst' 
months of the fiscal year. The reason is 
apparent. Practically all appropriations 
lapse on June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year, The new appropriations are not 
available until July 1. Then every djs- 
bursing officer draws for money to meet 
the obligations that begin to accrue dur- 
ing the new year. 'This year, during the 
months of July and August, $101^fO^T4 
was advanced to disbursing; officers. 


"Considerable of this money is still in 


their hands to meet obligations not yet 
accrued or presented. There; are-*j T-tWo 
reasons why the deficit this year"'Was 
large, first, the receipts fell 'off dighfci Mil- 
lions of dollars, and second,-the deinarMs 
were unusually heavy. Seven Fnaillio'nS- of 
dollnrs were paid to the postoffiee1 depart- 
ment, largely on account of the eiten- 
aion .of the free delivery; f the navy re- 
quirements were larger than, usual, and 
the amount necessary to pay for sites 
and public buildings authorized and un- 
der construction was increased- several 
fold over previous years. The loss of rev- 
enue and these demands easily account 
for the $25,000,000 deficit which occurred 
(luring July and August, but which suc- 
ceeding months arc reducing and will 
wipe out before the close of the year. 


"Judge Parker made his comparison 


only with 'last year. If he had himself 
looked up the records he would have 
found, almost without exception, deficits 
in the beginning of each fiscal year; and 
often in recent years they have been as 
large or larger than this year. It even 
.appears that during the 'economical' ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland to 
which he so admiringly refers there were 
heavy deficits.. In July and August 1804 
(Cleveland) the deficit was $18,185,000.-In 
July and Atigust, 1897, just ''iafter";>the' 
.close of the Cleveland adminisitnrtlt'fon. 
there was a deficit of S

VOYAGE AT ST. LOUIS 


Dirigible Balloon at World's Fair Sails Against Wind- 


The Sky the Highway of Future-November the 


Airship Month at the Fair. 


By Mcrwin M. Snoll. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 
SI.—Baldwin's nir- 


ehip, "California Arrow," was caused by 
its commander, A. Roy Knabenshue, of 
Toledo, 0., to perform a number of very 
remarkable evolutions during the trial 
last Tuesday afternoon. The wind was 
blowing from the northwest at the rate 
of ten miles an hour, rapidly increasing 
to eighteen; but in the. teeth of the 
breeze the vessel moved easily back and 
forth at the height Of from 300 fact and 
upwards over the exposition 
grounds, 


nnd twice returned nearly to the point 
from which it set out. Just as it had 
described in the nir a huge figure eight 
for the second time the spark of tiie

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SENSATIONAL AIRSHIP 


VOYAGE AT ST. LOUIS 


Dirigible Balloon at World's Fair Sails Against Wind— 


The Sky tine Highway of future—November the 


Airship Month at the Fair.

ST. LOTUS, Oct. 31.—Baldwin's nir 


ehip, "California Arrow," was caused bi 
its commander, A. Roy Knabenshue, o 
ToJedo, O., to perform a number of verj 
remarkable evolutions during the tria 
3ast Tuesday afternoon. The wind was 
blowing from the northwest at the rate 
of ten miles an hour, rapidly increasing 
to eighteen; but in the. teeth of the 
breeze the vessel moved easily back am 
forth at the height of from 300 feet anc 
upwards over the exposition 
grounds 


and twice returned nearly to the point 
from which it set out. Just as it hac 
described in the air a huge figure eight 
for the second time the spark of the 
gasoline engine was raised a little too 
high and the motor ceased to work, 
the vessel bcing( at the time about BOC 
feet above the Plaza of St. Anthony be- 
tween the palaces of Transportation and 
[Varied Industries. 


"UNDER PERFECT CONTROL, 


But this accident only served to em- 


phasize the triumph; for even then, after 
the propelling apparatus could no longer 
be used and the machine was adrift on 
the wind, the aeronaut was still able, 
simply by the shifting of his own weight 
and the manipulation of the rudder and 
the ballast, to turn the craft around, 
raise and lower it in the air, and to 
control, to a' considerable extent, the 
direction of its movement. Mr. Kna- 
benslme decided just where it was best 


• to land, anil at 2:50 gently sank down 


at Valley Junction, East St. Louis, and 
alighted without the slightest injury to 
cither himself or the machine. 


ASCENDED HEIGHT OF MILE. 


At 2 o'clock the airship with its big 


cigar-shaped balloon and its whirling 
propeller was seen in the sky about 200 
feet high circling around the Adminis- 
tration building. The amazement which 
its appearance caused could not have 
been much greater if a battleship had 
suddenly appeared in the air. The na- 
vigator, A. K. Knabenshue, of Toledo, 
O., apparently had complete control o! 
the ship, steering it at 
hts 
will and 


completely demonstrating its dirig ble 
qualities. After circling around the Ad- 
ministration building the machine was 
headed southeast and, in order to avoid 
a collision with the Ferris wheel, bal- 
last was thrown oil and the ship ascend- 
ed rapidly to the height of a mile when 
Knabenshue looked like a mere speck in 
the framework of the machine. While 
jockeying around in the wind at 
this 


height, the motor apparatus suddenly 
refused to work and the 
ship 
drifted 


with the wind over St. Louis and across 
the river to East St. Louis finally drop- 
ping upon a corn shock in a cornfield. 
'Neither the navigator nor the machine 
v/us injured. 


Could the motor 
have been used 


used throughout the trip 
the landing 


would have been made, without any dif- 
ficulty, in the Aeronautic grounds at the 
same point from which 
the ascension 


had taken place. 


The ascent and evolutions were wit- 


nessed by thousands of exposition visi- 
tors, and greatest enthusiasm was arous- 
ed by the perfect success with which the 
apparatus was propelled in any desired 
direction, cither with, across or against 
the wind, so long as the engine remain- 
ed in order. 


DESCRIPTION OF AIRSHIP. 


The California Arrow is the property 


of Captain T. S. Baldwin and has been 
constructed after his plans, representing 
the final outcome of thirty years of 
Btudy and experimentation. It has a 
cigar-shaped ^as-bag of varnished Japa- 
nese silk, 52 feet long and 17 feet in di- 
ameter, with a capacity of 8000 cubic 
feet. On the upper surface and at the 
ends of the silk is doubled, and at the 
points of greatest strain trebled. The 
car, forty feet long, is a light 
frame- 


work of white cedar braced with piano 
wire. It is, in section, a perfect equilat- 
eral triangle, so that the whole is in 
the shap« of a right prism, save tha't it 
grows smaller and smaller towards tlic 
«m!s. It is pulled through the air by 
two-bladed silk propeller, 
eleven 
feet 


from tip to tip, set at fin angle of twen- 
ty degrees at the ffjnt end of the car. 
The draught of air caused by its 200 
revolutions a minute serves to prevent 
explosions by constantly 
cooling the 


Hercules gasoline engine set about eight 
feet from the forward end of the car. 
The engine- weighs only OU pounds, but 
performs 2,000 revolutions a minute and 
has a working capacity of seven horse- 
power. The aeronaut has a sont and 
conning platform about twelve or thir- 
teen feet further bask, nml he can move 
from one end to the othor of the car at 
will, though a change of position of less 
than two feet is sufficient to cause the 
craft to ascend or descend in the air by 
raising or lowering the elevation of the 
?jeak. At the rear there is a rudder of 
•iz Itat by ten made of light canvas 


stretched on a bamboo frame. The to- 
tal weight of the whole apparatus is 
only about 220 pounds. The maximum 
speed thus far attained,, by meajns of its 
own engines, not. taking the wind into 
account, is tM-elve miles an hour, but-the 
usual rate is only about eight miles an 
hour. 


CONDITIONS UNFAVORABLE. 


The success achieved—co'nfirming the 


sensational reports of previous . trials 
made at Oakland Cal.—is all the more 
remarkable, in view af the fact that the 
meteorological conditions were peculiar- 
ly unfavorable, owing to the strong and 
shifty winds and the intermingling cur- 
rents of. air of different 
temperatures, 


causing a constantly varying pressure of 
the .gas. Moreover the California Arrow 
is little more than a small and cheaply- 
built working model. With a well-made 
engine and thoroughly up-to-date car- 
burator, such as those with which'one 
of the larger Baldwin airships, now at 
Los Angeles, 'Cal,, is being equipped, 
such accidents as that of yesterday will 
no longer be liable to occur. 


SEMI-WEEKLY ASCENSIONS. 


The Baldwin airship will henceforth 


make ascensions here every two or three 
days, when the weather is pleasant, un-. 
til the end of November, performing all 
sorts of revolutions above the exposition 
grounds, and making trips to neighbor- 
ing towns. It is acknowledged by the 
i.xposition authorities 
to have fully

lautic contests 
of November. Three 


other dirigible balloons, the Benbow, 
Francois and Reynolds, of much larger

Floods'And Irrigation.—The occasional 


greai floods of the waters of the Mis-

Party. 


3. The canvnssers shall also make an addi- 
tional duplicate return m. the same form as 
provided in subdivision 2, showing the votes 
cast for each candidate not voted for wholly 
within the limits of the county. The county 
clerk shall forthwith send to the secretary of 
state by registered mall one complete copy of 
all returns as to such: candidates, and. he 
shall likewise send to the 'chairman of the 
state rceutral committee of, each" party a du- 
plicate copy of the returns last described're- 
lating to such candidates of each such party. 
Section 17. The board of canvassers pro- 
vided lor ny section 93, statutes of 1898, to 
canvass returns of a November election, shall

2. As..soon na a stote canvass ot a pri- 
mary shall be certified to him, -the secretary 
of state shall publish in the official state pa- 
per a certified statement of the result ol such 
primary as to candidates lor state officers, 
United States 'senators, and representatives 
In congress, and any other candidate1 whose 
district extends beyond the limits ol a single 
county, and shall mail to the chairman of 
the state central committee of each party so 
much of such certificate as relates to his 
party.

. Secretary of State, to Certify to County 
Clerks.—Section 19. 1. Nut less than four- 
teen days before any November election the 
secretary ot state shall certify to the county 
clerk on each county within which any of the 
electors may vote for the candidates for such 
offices, the name .and description ol each per- 
son nominated for any such office as specified 
in the nomination papers. 


Section 20. The canvass of the returns of 
a city primary shall be made by the "mavor, 
the city clerk, and the treasurer ot such city, 
any two of whom shall constitute a auoruni. 
Such board oC canvassers shall mee,t;at eleven' 
o'clock in the forenoon of the day following 
the .city primary and canvass ,the vote sub- 
stantially as provided by sections 82''aW 83, 
statutes ot 1898. They shall make and certi-i 
ly duplicate returns as to the-votes-coat 161* 
the candidates and forthwith certify and file 
one complete return with the city clerk and 
deliver so much ol the other as relates to 
each party to the respective city chairman.

making return thereof, and all other kindred 
subjects shall apply to all primaries in so far 
as they are consistent, with this act, the in- 
tent Ot this act being: to place'the primary 
under the regulation and protection of the 
laws now in force aa to elections. 
Section 26. The question whether the fore- 
going provisions of this act shall take effect 
and he in force shall be submitted to the 
people of this state, in the manner provided 
by law forIthe .submission pi an amendment 
to the constitution, at the next general elec- 
tion to be held in November, 1304. 


If approved by a majority of the votes cast 


upon that question, it shall go Into effect and 
be in force from arid after such ratification 
by the people; otherwise it shall not take ef- 
fect or be in force.

She is especially interested, 
however, in electrical machinery, and 
electrical science.

uing education." Edith Griswold is ful- 
filling the mission whereto'the race was 
called—to be always learning. Possi- 
bly if the members of some women's 
organizations had had the' estimable 
privilege of attending- th'e deliberations 
of those scientific gentlemen they, too, 
might have learned an Important les- 
son— tfiat. of perfectly good tempered 
and polite deliberation. 
• With the systematic, exact mind ol 
the mathematician Miss Griswold com- 


to obtain a higher education at Johns 
Hopkins. A conservatism that more 
than suggested bigotry and prejudice 
was in the air at Johns Hopkins then, 
yet the brainy girl students won out, 
as they always do. 


Miss Ladd's specialty was mathemat- 


ics in those days, and so gifted was she 
in this branch that she won fellowships 
Iri'itt at s the-jiniversijty:;; Alter finishing 
h-ir studies at Baltimore, she went to 
Europe and pursued" .them . further at 
Gotengen and Berlin. ' In 1882 Miss 
Ladi was,married (to Protessor Fabian 
Franklin,--. mathematician 
and editor, 
also of' Johns'Haplcins. 


Marriage., with a. fellow scientist did 


not, however, closeJrfrs. Franklin's own 
Independent career, but only stimulated 
it. She - continued Ho. delve into stud- 
ies the most abstruse and difficult. 
Color, color vision ..and Its psychology 
and laws of manifestation have claim- 
ed her thought for years. She at length 
evolved her own theory of color vision 
and made it public In 1892. It received 
immediate attention and. consideration

She was early selected 
to read two papers at one of Its con- 
gresses. 
Onfc paper was read before 


the section of logic and was entitled 
•The New /View of the Infinite," which 
sounds aufficfently learned. The ether 
paper was for the section of psychology 
and was on the logic of the color ele- 
ment. In her lectures at Johns Hop- 
kins Mrs. Franklin will deal with color 
vision and symbolic logic. 
Having 


studied the psychology and physiology 
ol the nervous system as she has. It is 
interesting to note that this learned 
lady is strongly in favor of cycling as 
an exercise. She writes: 


'The development of the neuronms- 


cular system involved In learning the 
nice system ol balancing required in 
riding a wheel IB- an Important source 
of added mental pawer, as every psy- 
chologist knows."
